Whitevrashioe a I'oultry House. 


A quick mode of -whitewashing a 


poultry house is to use a sprayer. The 
hose, with a shut cif nozzle, runs from a 
barrel which holds whitewash of a thin 
consistency resting upon a platform on 
the roof. 


First slake the lime, add a sufficiency 


of water, aad strain it, placing the thin 
liquid iu the barrel A gill of carbolic 
acid may he added to the whitewash if 
preferred. " The hose should enter about 
1 ij inches above the bottom of the bar- 
rel. Tile higher the platform and barrel 
the greater the pressure and the more 
forcibly die liquid will flow. It is bot-

Flooring For Henl>o«»«««- 


The bi-sc and most natural flooring 


for henhouses, all things considered, is 
clean, dry earth upon an earth floor—it 
is better than any solid flooring of 
wood, stone, brick or asphalt—pulver- 
ized loam or road dust mixed with air 
slacked limo and plentifully scattered 
over the floor until raised a foot or more 
abovo the outside. 
The droppings by 


uiprhr or day are deodorized by the loose 
earth, and their fertilizing properties 
arc kr-pt fresh and valuable. The floor 
should bo scraped at least once a week 
with a closo rake and the earth sifted 
fioru the droppings. The manure should 
be stored m barrels for futnio usa or 
scattered 
directly upon the laud,—

tle boy's case, as his body was cov- 
ered with eruptions which accom- 
pany the disease. 


Dr. Steuber stated that the little 


girl had doubtless contracted the 
disease from the boy and death re- 
suited immediately from endocard- 
itis.

el up to T)0 gallon mark again. It will 
e seen that every gallon of the liquid 
oatains about two pounds of copper sul- 
hatein solution. This stock solution is 
et away in a convenient place, aud 
vheu wanted is drawn from the barrel 
aroneh a wooden spigot at the bottom. 


The stock lime preparation is made in 


nnch tlia saiije way. Fifty pounds of 


laked in the usual fashion. 
When 


laked, sufficient water is added to bring 
he whole mass up to a previously de- 
ermined 50 gallon mark. 


The stock lime is also stored in some 


onveiiieut place, but it is best to ar- 
ange to remove what is wanted from 
he top of the barrel rather than attempt 
o draw it. off through a spigor. 


To prepare bordeaux mixture it is 


necessary to take a certain number of 
gallons of the copper sulphate solution 
and a certain number of the lime solu- 
tion aud mis them in some suitable 
easel. Mr. Swingle find thac the more 


concentrated tbe two preparations are 
when poured together the less satisfac- 
torv will be the resulting mixture. Bor- 
deaux mixrore, when made from such 
concentrated preparations, is likely to 
be flaky and granular and will very 
soon settle. He recommends therefore 
tbnt m making the mixture both the 
lime and the copper sulphate solution 
should be greatly diluted before bring- 
ing them together. Mr. Swingle would 
prepare what we ordinarily call the 50 
gallon bordeaux mixture as follows: Di- 
lute thrr-e gallons of the stock solution 
of copper sulphate with water to SO or 
35 gallons,. Iu another vessel per.: 
gallons of the stock lime ^reparation 
arid dilute this with about 15 gallons of 
water. Pour the copper sulphate solu- 
tion and th^ lime preparation slowly to- 
gether, and then stir thoroughly f or two 
or three minutes with a long bandied, 
bioad bladed wooden paddle. It wi 
seen that; this mixture contains six 
pounds of copper sulphate and four 
pounds of lime- 


Mr. Swingle suggests a simple meth- 


od, which, ii used when the first barrel 
of bordeaux mixture is made up, would 
answer until the stock copper sulphate 
solution and the stock lime are exhaust- 
ed. Of course, when a new supply of the 
stock preparations is ruade up it will be 
necessary again to test the first barrel of 
the mi.xture. All that is required to 
make the test is an ordinary penknife 
and a piece of emery paper. 
Tbe knife 


blado is inserted for a couple of minutes 
in tbe mixture, and if there is any free 
copper present it will show as a thin 
film on the steel blade of the knife. 
If 


there is no free copper present, the knife 
hladBwill not be tarnished. If tlie knife 
blade shows the presence of copper, it is 
only necessary to udd a small quantity 
of lime. 
The emery paper is used sim- 


ply to remove the copper filra from the 
knife blade. Half a minute's polishing 
with tha paper will pet the blade in 
condition for another te*t..

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Skill Mniatnrc. 


At the last meet ing of the Associaiion 


of the Agricultural Colleges and Exper- 
iment Stations Professor Card of Ne- 
braska presented some facts concerning 
experiments last- year nt the station at 
.Lincoln. 
In October last it was found 


that soil which had been cultivated dur- 
ing the entire season had 20 per cent of 
moisture as compared with 17 per cent 
in that which had been cultivated only 
in the early part of the season and 14 
per cent in that ?'hich had been pas- 
tured or mowed.

either subsoihng or trench plowing at 
compared with oidinary plowing. A 
different remit might be found iu dif- 
ferent soils.
